Topic:       Restructuring  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  and  how  it  could 
affect  regional  depositories  and  their  operations 

Restructuring  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  (FDLP)  often  has  been  discussed 
in  the  past  few  years.  Such  studies  as  the  Office  of  Technology  Assessment's  Informing  the 
Nation  (1988)  and  GPO's  GPO/2001:  Vision  for  a  New  Millennium  have  both  examined 
options  and  new  organizational  methods  for  the  FDLP. 

Two  forthcoming  articles  which  discuss  these  issues  will  appear  in  Government 
Publications  Review: 

1)  Cornwell,  et  al.,  "Problems  and  Issues  Affecting  the  U.S.  Depository  Library 
Program  and  the  GPO:  The  Librarians'  Manifesto";  and 

2)  Sulzer,  John  H.,  "The  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  and  the  National  Research 
and  Education  Network. "  Both  articles  examine  new  and  better  ways  to  organize  both 
the  GPO  and  the  FDLP. 

The  fall,  1992  Depository  Library  Council  meeting  devoted  its  entire  agenda  to  questions 
involving  the  restructuring  of  the  Depository  Library  System  to  meet  the  demands  of  an 
electronic  age.  [See  Administrative  Notes,  v.  13,  no.  24,  12/15/92.] 

In  light  of  these  discussions,  it  is  important  that  Regional  Depository  Libraries  discuss 
these  topics.  As  the  libraries  with  the  biggest  stakes  and  the  largest  expenses  in  the  system, 
any  changes  would  impact  heavily  upon  the  Regionals  either  as  a  benefit  or  as  a  new  and 
increased  burden.  The  list  of  questions  on  the  following  pages  has  been  developed  as  points 
of  discussion  for  the  Regional  Depository  library  meeting  on  April  19,  1993  from  2  p.m.  to  5 
p.m.  at  the  Rosslyn  Westpark  Hotel,  Arlington,  VA. 

The  format  for  the  open  forum  allows  regional  librarians  up  to  five  minutes  each  to 
comment  on  the  questions  with  each  person  being  allowed  two  minutes  to  react  to  each  other. 
The  object  is  to  allow  as  much  latitude  and  time  for  public  discussion  of  these  issues  as 
possible.  There  may  be  a  panel  of  individuals  to  act  as  resource  persons  to  call  upon  for 
additional  comments  or  ideas. 

This  long  list  may  not  be  completed  at  one  sitting.  However,  the  questions  are  a  starting 
point  for  discussions  which  can  be  continued  at  other  meetings,  especially  as  many  of  them 
are  long  term  policy  issues. 
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Please  familiarize  yourself  with  the  questions  and  begin  to  think  about  them  in  terms  of 
your  own  situation  and  also  in  terms  of  nationwide  impact.  As  this  list  may  be  prioritized  on 
April  19  in  order  to  focus  the  discussion,  please  rank  the  questions  in  case  time  for  discussion 
must  be  limited.

These  groups  of  regionals  with  more  flexibility  could  divide  up 
collection  development  areas,  develop  documents  delivery  systems,  work  on  building 
E-Mail  systems  in  their  area,  meet  frequently  to  receive  training  which  they  share  with 
their  own  state  regions,  etc.,  develop  electronic  service  systems,  and  generally  share 
some  administrative  and  development  expenses  and  burdens.
